Claims Before Aug. 31st 
Ottawa,—Canadian ex-service men 
are reminded in-a bulletin issued by 
the Dominion Command of the Great 
War Veterans’ Association that all 
claims for disability pensions will be 

outlawed after August 31, 1924. 

The bulletin states that “every ex- 
service man who suffers from any 
disability, which he believed to be re- 
lated to his war service, should file his 
claim immediately. Such action may 
not lead to an early adjustment in 
his favor, but he will secure the basis 
of full eonsideration ultimately, and 
protect himself in respect to any de- 
velopment of the disabllity.” 

This warning also applies to de- 
pendents’ claims, except that applica- 
tion may be made within three years 
after death, or the date ong which the
